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Part 1 1 : the cited references by Pitsianis et al. in view of Adelman et al. are either expressively or analytically disclosed all the Imitations 
cited in the claimed inventions. The applicant argues the following points: First, the cited references do not disclose the mid-position carry 
input for rounding to form the intermediate result and secondly the cited references do not disclose the "sign extending" or "sign extended" 
term. First of all, the first argument was clearly addressed in the previous Office action. In addition to the previous response to the same 
argument, the cited reference discloses an instruction as Rt.H1 <- round((Rx.H1*Ry.H1 - Rx.H0*Ry.H0)/2'^15). This expression clearly 
shows the round (e.g round up with factor or carry-in) is done after selecting, truncate, or shifting the operand. Thus, the factor or carry-in 
must insert in the mid-position (e.g. for 32 bits) in order effectively or correctly rounding the intermediate result. Even though, the 
reference does not mention the term "sign extending" or "sign extended", but logically and analytically it discloses in Figures 2B and 18 
the sign extending or sign extended operation because the sign of operand Is maintain throughout the operation. The shifting and 
selecting process is selecting upper 16-bit portion including the MSB as signed bit. 
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
